Detective Whitney Has Gone Home. Tie Davis 


Money Story Proves to Be a Fake, and the 


Eagle Street Suspects Amount to nothing. 


A New Suspect in Sight Today. 


The Inquest 
Continues. 


The rainy morning of today prevented 


very energetic work in following the ob- 
tainable slim clues that may lead to the 
detection of the murderers of the Reeds. 
DetectiveH Hammond and Whitney re- 
gardless of the storm did considerable 
wort in conjunction with Deputies Frink 
and Moloney. Captain Dineen waa also 
on the scent. As far as can be learned the 
officers met with nothing that is promis- 
ing and as much doubt enshrouds the 
mystery as did in the beginning. 


Detective Wliitney Leaves. 


Operations were given a se tbaok this 


forenoon when Detective Whitney waa 
called from the city. It was given out that 
he had to leave on account of illness in his 
family, but it is believed he left to help 
unravel another mystery of a different 
kind in his own end of the state. If Mr. 
Whitney has left to do other detective 
work his going is a significant commen- 
tary on tUe prospect iu the local murder 
problem. It is reasonable to expect that if 
there were indication of immediate prom- 
ise iu the case he would have remained in 
this city. His departure leaves only Detec- 
tives Hammond and Pease besides the 
local officers. Detective Pease is taken up 
largely with the inquest. 


A Reward Offered. 


Mayor Hougnton and Oity Solicitor 


Thayer have decided that it is best to of- 
fer a reward. Accordingly it will be im- 
mediately published 
that 5500 will be 


paid to any person or persons wtio 
will detect or furnish information that 
will lead to the detection ol the murder- 
ers. The offering of the reward may 
stimulate persons, who have knowledge 
that would be valuable, to give the offic- 
ers the benefit of it. It will also show 
that the city authorities are very earnest 
in the desire to apprehend the criminals 
and help to imbue the people with a like 
earnest dueiro. What would appear to be 
the moat trifling thing may have import- 
ant bearing because of its relation to other 
facts. Those having anything to con' '- 
bute can bring it to City Solicitor Thayer. 


moiiey Story Squelclied. 


This morning has not been very producr 


tive of information. It has given a black 
eye to the story that Mr. Reed had a large 
sum of money obtained from Anios Davis 
for the purchase of a farm. This story 
was to support the theory that robbery 
was the motive. Mr. Davis has not yet 
received his back pension and had no 
large amount which he might have 
handed over to Mr. Eeed. 


Hunt for Missing Man. 


A hunt for a missing man was begun 


this forenoon and the huut*» ended in 
failure to locate anything of bearing on the 
case. The story taken to the officers was 
that an ice man, who had business rela- 
tions with Mr. Reed and probably had a 
dispute with him, had been missing since 
Saturday. Several men set out on the 
clue and it was run out at the small end. 
It was found that the man had left the 
city Thursday and there was not the 
slightest reason to suspect him of any 
connection with the crime. 


Eagle mill Mory. 


The story of the two young men seen 


near the Eagle mill attracted the atten- 
tion of the officers this morning. They 
were after whatever clue is in it, but 
nothing is anticipated from it. The mo- 
tive that is contained in the story is of so 
little consequence that the officers place 
no reliance on the matter. 


A New Siibl>cct, 


Two officers were overheard by a prom- 


nent man talking about a new suspect. 
He is a man located in the center of the 
city and has not figured before in the case. 
It is belitved the officers are quietly work. 
ing up some clew concerning him. 


Speak Softly. 


A woman in Waverly Place, who does 


not care to see her name in print, gives 
the information that two men passed near 
her house about midnight1 and she heard 
one caution the other to speak soitly for 
it would not do to be heard. 


Herbert Hasklus llenrs. 


Herbert Haskins stated this morning 


that ho was in Webster avenue, generally 
called Raed's lane, Saturday afternoon 
when tho bodies of the murdered persons 
were about to be removed. At that time 
he beard a man say that "If a mortgage 


was recorded and the original papers lost 
the man on whose property the mortgage 
lay could not be held though the record 
stood." 


Tuesday's "VTorte. 


When the detectives rested last night 


the mystery seemed to be as deep as it 
was when the first alarm was given. If 
the officers had any clew of value, the 
outside world did not know it. 
They 


worked from early morning until quite 
late, when they held their usual council. 
Then it was learned that there was not)i- 
ing to give out. Stories come from 'al- 
most every direction to their ears of petty 
disputes between Reed and his debtors, 
but none of them aeem to give any prom- 
ise. 
Almost every man on the street 


has a new story and a new theory. 
The city is excited to the highest pitch. 


His business has ramified over a wide 


territory, has a multiplicity of phases and 
is made up of almost innumerable items. 
Accepting the theory of revenge, if the 
officers are working on theories, which it 
is possible they are not, it is difficult to 
stretch the imagination to the point 
where it can conceive of any one com- 
mitting murder for the small money dif- 
ference that has existed between Mr. 
Reed and the-meii with whom he traf- 
ficked. The theory of robbery is gaining 
ground. 


A Possible Cine, 


A new story of a possible clue was taken 


to the detectives last night. Mr. Reed's- 
name has been connected with the O'Con-/ 
nell Stamford farm along with others, and,, 
on Friday night near midnight twoyoune 
men, who have very bad police records 
and some connection with the farm in 
question, were seen near the Eagle mill, 
standing as if they did not-care to be .seen. 
They were observed-fey a prominent citi-t 
zen, 
who knowe tbeir character and 


record. They aie known to have a horse 
and buggy like the one Mrs. Pairfield saw 


j leaving Reed's lane. When it came to 


the ears of the prominent citizen that Mr 


i Reed's name was connected with1 this; 


farm, he thought it well to take his story 
to the detectives. The route of the young 
men to their home would lead the way the 
buggy is supposed to have fjono. The 
young men are intimately acquainted with 
the Reed house. They have borrowed* 
money from Reed many times. 


Courad Ntory Iluus Out. 


The route of the buggy and the Conrad 


story were Investigated by the detectives 
yesterday. 
Detective 
Hammond 
and 


Deputy Sheriff Frinfc went after the Con- 
rad affair and found that the man was at 
home the night of the murder. Detective 
Whitney and Captain Dineen followed 
the buggy route, but rs'.urned without 
learning; much. There were many stories 
floating around yesterday, but none of 
them could be iu any way substantiated. 
One was that a Clarksburg house had 
been searched and a revolver taken from 
jt that had blood spots on the handle and 
four chambers cleaned and reloaded. An- 
other was that the chip from the mallet 
had been found, 


Reed's Last Visitor. 


Perhaps the most important points that 


were brought out yesterday at the inquest 
came out in the testimony of Mr. and 
Mrs. Archie Crosier of Willow Dell. Mrs. 
Crosier was no doubt the last person, with 
the exception of the murderers, who saw 
the murdered people alive, certainly the 
lapt one living who saw Miss Reed alive 
and conversed with her. She was on the 
stand for hours, and was closely question- 
ed by City Solicitor Thayer, prompted at 
times by Detective Pease. She tells an 
important story. The night of the mur- 
der Bhe>went to tbe Reed house to ask Mr. 
Reed a 
question 
about her father. 


The Reeds, her own family and her fath- 
er's family were very intimate. They 
maintained the very closest relations, and 
returned visits-with much frequency, Mrs. 
Crosier is a musician of some ability, and 
Mr. Rsed often requested her to come to 
his house aud test his musical instru- 
ments. She has tested many of his organi 
to see if they were in tune before^ he de- 
livered them to his customers. Though 
Mr. Reed has been out of regular music 
store ousiness, he has continued to sell 
and exchange musical instruments. 


mist* Keed Talks of Murder. 


That Friday night, whec she called at 


the Reed home at 730 o'clock, she found 
an organ there which Mr. Reed asked her 
to examine. Mr. Reed, at the time of her 
arrival, was standing outside the house, 
talking business to two women in a car- 
riage at the door, Mrs. Crosier went in- 
side and entered into conversation with 
Mies Reed. When the women left Mr. 
Reed was joined by Mr. Wilber, who came 
on business and appeared to Mrs. Crosier 
to pay Mr. Reed some money, for Mr. Reed 
came into the house to do something 
about a receipt. Mr. Reed spent consid- 
erable time with the women and Mr. Wil- 
bur, 
and did not go into the house to re- 


main for quite awhile after her arrival^ 
During the time Mr. Reed was outsidet 
Miss Reed and Mrs. Crosier talked on a 
number of subjects. One ot the subjects 
was the Guldensuppe murder mystery^ 
which she detailed to Mrs. Crosier, dwell- 
ing on the horror of murder. 


Itemalllecl to Die. 


Miss Reed talked some of the anticipa- 


tion of the pleasure of enjoying a stay at 
the home of Mrs. Crosier's father at Pow- 
nal. She told of the intention of Mr. 
Reed to have gone to Powna! that day, vo 
deliver the organ. She was to have gona 
with him, and both were to have re- 
mained at the home of E. E. Simmons, 
Mrs. Crosier's father. 


Pressing business of Mr. Reed's made it 


necessary to postpone the. trip and so 
remained at home to be murdered. 


Tlnu Gliding Srri>eu. 


When Mr. Reed came itt he asked Mrs. 


Crosier to test the organ, which she did. 
and then Che throe fell into general con- 
versation. Mrs. Crosier noticed the near- 
ness ot one of the rear windows to the back 
door and saw thatit had a window screen 
with a sliding section. She observed that 
the sliding section was next to the door 
and remarked that it was careless on the 
part of Mr. Reed to have it so arranged. 


"Why," she said, "any one could slide 


that screen and reach in his hand and 
withdraw the door bolts and come in," 


"Oh, there is no danger of that," said 


Mr. Reed." 


'•Well," said Mrs. Crosier, -'I'd be atraid 


to sleep in this house with that window 
screen that way." 


IVa* Uerd'h Vi»lol Used? 


Mr. Reed then said, "I'd just as soon lie 


down here and sleep with my revolver un- 
der my heud and all the doors wide open 
as sleep with them closed. You know that 
I always have my revolver under my pil- 
low." This may be of much value, for as

discovered and the inference is that the 
murderer took Mr. Reed's pistol to shoot 
down his sister upstairs. 


'J'lsey Ilfenrd X^oot^tcps, 


While sitting talking to Mr. Reed and 


Miss Heed in this way, Mrs. Crosier 
thought she heard footsteps. They lis- 
tened for a fow seconds, but. there were 
no scundb. When they 
resumed, the 


eoundb of footsteps weie heard again, and 
they paused longer to see if they could 
settle thtir location. They concluded 
they were in the next yarJ. From this 
part of Mrs. Crosier's story it could be 
reasoned that the footsteps were of per- 
sons with eviHintentlons, and who went 
,on into the barn and hid there until Mr. 
Reed and Miss Reed went out with Mrs. 
Crosier, and then too-lt the opportunity to 
lenter the honse'and'hide behind or^under 
'some of the many pianos or-organs. Mrs. 
[Crosier says that two or three men coulc! 
have hid in one or more ot the rooms, and 
•neither Mr. Reed nor Miss Reed could 
have known they were there. 


Hi>ui<>!iilH-r« Out- «miis, 


Mrs. Crosier was questioned closely 


about the.arrangement of the articles and 
furniture in the house, to see if the ar- 
rangement had been disturbed by the 
murderers. She was sent from court to 
the Reed house in company with Officer 
Jones to look over the premises and re- 
•firesh her memory. She says the house 
was in much the same condition it was 
•when she was there Friday evening. She 
'gave the officers the place where Mr. 
•Reed kept his valuable papers and his 
jewelry. Speaking about the family, she 
said they were very careful to shut the 
.•bouse at night, and she believes the story 


• that the back door was left open is all 
nonsense. Mrs. Crosier that Friday night 
beard Mr. Reed tell his sister that some 
men were to be down to see him late on 
business. 
Mr. Reed mentioned names, 


•but Mrs. Crosier only remembered one, 
It was the name Moshier, and the reason 
she remembered if is because it sounded 
so much like her own. 


Henry All-aid of the Men. 


Mr, Reed was planning to go to Wil- 


liarnstown the'next night, and in the 
presence of Mrs. Crosier told his sister 
that a number of men would be at the 
house to settle. He directed her to make 
them pay up, for they had been standing 
him off too long. 
Miss Heed remarked, 


"Henry 
seems 
to 
be 
afraid 
of 


these men, and alwas-s has business that 
takes him away when they are to come." 
It was then agreed that Mrs. Crosier 
would come over and stay with Miss Reed 
when Henry was gone, and that probably 
Mr. Crosier would go with Henry. 


Identifying the Mullet. 


Archie Crosier, Mra. Crosier's husband, 


was examined to see if he could throw 
some light as to who was the owner of the 
mallet. He remembered a mallet being 
kept in the Reed stable, but when shown 
the mallet supposed to have been tbe 
weapon used to kill Mr.Reed he would not 
say that it was the one he had seen in the 
stable. If it was the stable mallet he was 
sure it was much battered since he had 
seen it a few months ago. The barn mal- 
let had good faces aud a round handle, 
while the mallet found in the house has a 
handle that looks to be a substitute for the 
one it first had. Mr. Reed used the mallet 
n the barn to knock snow out of his 
horse's feet. It is not known whether a 
mallet was found in the stable after the 
murder. 


Probable Plan oil' Alui'der. 


Mr. Crosier remembered Mr. Reed keep- 


ing a revolver, which he said he placed 
under his pillow every night. It was a 32- 
oalibre revolver. He had often seen Mr, 


Reed load the pistol, but he could not 
identify it. It was Jike many other re- 
volvers and had the common carved 
handle. The stories of Mr. and Mrs. Cro- 
siorare of much, importance, giving a 
plausible theory of how the murder may 
have proceeded. They may have stolen 
to the house, and, finding a stranger there 
an.l seeing Mr. aud Miss Reed still up, had 
hidden in the barn, where they waited till 
the brother and bister went out with Mrs- 
Crosier, leaving the back door open. They 
may have then taken the barn mallet and 
have gone inside, where they secreted 
themselves until the household was asleep 
and a good time for their bloody work 
had arrived. 


Man WitH liuutcrii, 


The witnesses at the inquest included 


some of the residents of the four-tene- 
ment block which stands just across 
Webster avenue within 15 feet of the 
R^-ed house. Amos Brassord testilied that 
aoout 11 o'clock Friday night he heard a 
team drive up Webster avenue, and stop 
in front of Reed's house. He heard some- 
body say "Whoa" to the horse. lie sup- 
posed it was Reed. It may have been the 
man whom Reed expected to stay with 
him that night. But If il was he really 
did not stay all night. About the same 
time George Brahsord saw the team and 
the man. The nutn was walking about 
with a hglited lantern. Dolas Surprise 
substantiated this testimony. Mrs. Fair- 
£' 11, who saw the wagon jj:o out oi the 
lane with a man wearing a white hat in it, 
T\-is again at the court-room yesterday 
morning, and was examined at length. 
Slio smck to the story that she told at the 
si art. It was nearly noon when she left 
tlio court-room. Another witness yester- 
day was Hiram Tmney, Mr. Reed's friend, 
who was the first person to go to the 
house after the tragedy. He told the 
judge all he knew about the p flairs of Mr. 
Hsed, and related how he found Reed's 
body. 


Tile KjUUluilM" Ki'liUlons. 


According to the story told last night 


by Herbert Haskins, Horace Lanlair and 
Adolph Lanfair werehavingbusincsswith 
li r. Reed the day he was killed. Mr. Has- 
kJns has given some information before 
about Mr. Heed's Inst transactions, but 
aas refreshed his memory since. It nill be 
remembered that Mr.Heedvisitsd Mr.Has- 
kins that Friday morning, had breakfast 
with him and got $5 oi $10 Mr. Haskins 
owed him. They had quite a chat and 
Mr. Reed in the conversation remarked 
that he waa going to close a deal that 
night with Mr. Lanfair, bat that Mr. Lan- 
fair had asked him to wait until the next 
day. 
Mr. Haskins supports this story by 


mentioning that Adolph Lanfair, a brother 
of Horace, said Saturday, "It's too bad 
that Henry was murdered; we were about 
to close a deal wita him." It may have 
been that Amos Davis was interested in 
the deal of Mr, Lanfair or that Mr. Lan- 
fair bad inter ;st in Mr. Davis's deal, for 
Mr. Ilaskiussays that when he was at the 
Richmond house, North Adams, about 10 
6'ulock, Saturday forenoon, Mr. Divis, 
came in and asked if Mr. Lanfair had been 
present. But Mr. Lansair when seen yes- 
terday said his business with Mr. Reed 
was to see if Reed would sell his horse. 


Farm for Aluo<4 UuvlK. 


A story that connects with this and 


helps throw light on.the last transactions 
of the murdered man-is that Mr. Reed was 
buying the O'Connell farm for Amos 
Davfs-, •wlnxlB.etnployecI by Herbert Mixer 
of Clarksburg. 
Mr. Davis has three 


brothers, Charles F. Davis, who has a 
farm in Florida; Jeffarson Davis, who 
works with Charles, and James Davis, 
who lives in North Adams and sometimes 
works for 
Charles. 
These men and 


^Mr. Reed were anxious to secure for 
Amos, who is an old veteran, a large back 
pension amounting to about $SOO. The 
pension has been granted, but Mr. Davis 
has not yet received the money. It was 
his intention to invest his pension money 
in a farm and Mr. Reed was to get him 
what he wanted.

A great deal of testimony is being taken

Tlie Kuuerul. 


The funeral of Henry F. and Mary Jane 


Reed took place Tuesday at Manchester 
Center, Vt., upon the arrival of the 10 
a. m. train, which took the bodies from 
this city. The remains had been em- 
balmed and were accompanied by Under- 
taker E. B, Carpenter of this city. When 
the train arrived the bodies were trans- 
ferred to the hearse of Undertaker D. S. 
Wilson of Manchester Center. The fu- 
neral service consisted of-a prayer and re- 
marks by Rev. Mr. Bradford and singing 
by members of the Adams family, whose 
.rendition of "Rest For the Weary" was 
especially fine. There were many floral 
tributes from relatives. 


The remains of Miss Raed were in a 


good state of preservation and 
were 


viewed at the grave by relatives and 
friends. The two bodies were buried in 
one grave by the aide of their father, 
mother, three sisters and two brothers. 
Miss Reed was 68 years old and Mr. Reed 
was 55. 
CiiurcH niembcrfelilji, 


Relatives say Mr. Reed was a member 


of the Baptist church when he lived in 
Manchester, and later he transferred his 
membership to the Baptist church in 
Racine, Wis., where he was assistant 
superintendent of the Sunday school and 
actively engaged in mission work. Among 
his family connections, it is said, are many 
persons of prominence and influence in 
Manchester and vicinity.

A 
youngster playing in the mountains three 
and a half miles from Readsboro found a 
piece oi quartz and had the jeweler exam- 
ine it. The result was that the boy was 
richer in straight cash by f5 when he left 
and the jeweler had the quartz.

was quice a vein of gold in the reck. 


Mr. Van Tassell came to Holyoke, told 


his story to Mr. Ferguson with the result 
that the two went on a prospecting tour 
Saturday and returned Monday evening 
with thiiir pockets filled with pieces of 
quartz assaying perhaps §S to the ton.

One of the finest soda fountains manu- 


factured ia now being placed at the Wil- 
son bouse -drug; etore. It was purchased 
from Buffer Bros, of Boston and is similar 
in many ways to Ashman's fountain. It 
is of onyx, fitted for 24 syrups and eight 
minerals. It is a double fountain attached 
by a handsome bevel edged mirror. The 
cans are all of earthen and will hold a 
gallon aud a half of syrup, the water 
pipes are also large which give good pres- 
sure and the ice cheats are so arranged 
that it comes in such close contact with 
the pipes and jars that the water and 
syrups are kept cold continually. The 
cleanliness with which the fountain oper- 
ates is its best and most desirable point. 
The upper part of the fountain ia also 
fitted with a large mirror which extends 
the whole length of it. A brass chandeUer 
a attached to the mirror and fitted with 
electric lights.

Marvelous Musical Memory. 


When Mondolgsohn played on tlio piano 


or the organ, the listener (elt tho great 
musician and oomposer in every bar. 
Tha 


man's musical memory was marvelous. 
Sir Charles Halle, who in 1843 spant sov- 
eral weeks with Mendolssohn at Frankfurt, 
describes, m his "Autobiography," three 
instances of tire composer's memory. 
He 


writes: 


The greatest treat was to sit with him 


at the pinno and listen to innumerable 
fragments from half forgotten, beautiful 
<vorlss by Cherubim. Gluck, Bach, Pales- 
trina and Maicello. It was only necessnry 
to mention one of thorn to hear it played 
to perfection, until I COIDO to the conclu- 
sion that he know every bar of music ever 
written, and what was more, oould produce 
it Immediately. 


One morning Hiller and I were plnylng 


together one of Bach's organ pieoes on tho 
piano—one of no particular interest, but 
which wo wished to know better. 
When 


we were in the middle of it—a part hardly 
to be distinguished from many other simi- 
lar ones—the door opened, Mendelssohn 
entered, and without interrupting us, rose 
on tiptoes, and with his uplifted finger 
pointed significantly at tho nezt barwhiuk 
was coming and contained an unexpeoted 
and striking modulation. 


So, from hearing through the door a bar 


or two of H—for Bach—somewhat com- 
monplace piece, he not only recognized it 
at once, but knew the exact place we had 
arrived ut and what was to follow in the 
nest bar. His memory was prodigious 
and his knowledge intimate. 


It is well known that when he revived 


B.ioh's "Passion Music" and conducted 
tho first performance he found, on stepping 
to the conductor's desk, thai a score simi- 
lar in binding and thickness, but of an- 
pther work, had been brought by mistake. 
He conducted this amaziugly complicated 
work by heart, turning leaf after leaf of 
the book ha hud before him in order not to 
create any feeling of uneasiness on tho pure 
of tho musicians and singers. 


Some Induction f roblems. 


In one of his lectures on 'Electricity and 


Electrical Vibrations,"given at the Royal 
institution, London, Lord Rnylelgh gave 
ona or two illustrations of the use of the 
telephone and sensitive flame In induction 
problems and performed an experiment 
which was remarkable for the paradoxical 
character of tho conclusion to \ia drawn 
from it. 
A circuit carrying an induced 


current was made to branch into two parts, 
one of which passed through one wire of a 
coil carrying threo windings, while tho 
other passed thiougb the other two wires 
of the same coil. Owing to mutual induc- 
tion and self induction the telephone 
showed that tbu current in ono of the 
branches was greater than that in tho main 
before it separated into two parts. 
Po fnr 


Lord Hayloigh in these telephone experi- 
ments had been dealing with vibrations 
whose frequency was mainly determined 
by the ear, and was in the .neighborhood 
of 1,000 a second. Ho now turned to tba 
currents of still higher frnquonoy obtained 
by tho discharge of n Lcyden jar. Tho fre- 
quency depended on circumstances, but 
1,000,000 a second was not out of the way, 
and 10,000,000 might be reached. 


For purposes of experimental investlga 


tion it was tlesira ble to have some menns 
of slowing down these vibrations, and this 
might be done by using a source of elec- 
tricity of lorp-e capacity and milking the 
discharge ymss through a coll with great 
solf induction. 
This v.osequivalent to in- 


creasing tho inertia of mechanical fiysten]. 
ffihe interposition of the coll reduced the 
trequenoy o( the vibrations to perhaps 1,000 
o second, and Its effect was apparent by 
the chunged character of the spark, tho 
BLuTpjjig KOifieof w/.ich was exchanged foi 
a s-unc posECfcelug a more definite musical 
character.
